7.  No  person,  save  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties  shall, — 

(а)  during  the  hours  when  a recognised  examination  is  conducted  at  any  recog- 

nised examination  centre  or  where  any  evaluation  or  tabulation  work 
relating  to  a recognised  examination  is  done  ; and 

(б)  two  hours  preceding  the  commencement  of  such  examination,  evaluation 

or  tabulation  work  on  any  date  on  which  such  examination  is  conducted 
or  evaluation  or  tabulation  work  is  done.
